In  the  First  and  Second  Ward  (if  a  resident) 
he  could  uot  vote  anything  else,  but  in  the 
third  he  had  an  option.  This  rumor  may 
account  for  the  9tand  taken  by  the  senior 
member.  He  is  credited  witji  being  of  the 
strictest  in  his  adherence  to  party,  and  of 
voting  only  the  full,  regular  ticket.  Of  the 
junior  member  less  is  known.  Perhaps  in 
his  -verdancy  and  the  weight  of  his  newly- 
.nsaumed. duties  he  may  have  made  an  nuiu- 
teutioual  "break.”  .  If  so  it  ts  te  be  regrat* 
ted.  He  should  have  been  “coached’  as  to 
what  w>!8  “proper  form.”  If  he  stood  alone 
in  his  advocacy  it  might  lhas  be  explained, 
but  when  bis  colleague,  a  Pharisee  of  the 
Pharisee*,  joined  him  in  the  endeavor  to  dis¬ 
place  a  faithful  officer  of  their  own  political 
faith,  and  to  seat  a  Democrat,  may  we  ask: 
Wkt  is  there  in  it  ?  Or,  What  use  to  elec^ 
a  party  man  who  gives  his  vote  and  iu^ti- 
ence  to  hia  opponents  ?
